forced to retire westward, north of 
the Galician frontier. 
While these Russian victories natur­ 
ally are welcomed in Russia and the 
allied countries as an evidence that 
the Russian armies are still able to 
take the offensive when well supplied 
with ammunition there is no inclina­ 
tion to exaggerate their importance.

stupendous financial fact in the history of the world. During the 
Napoleonic wars, 
when 
British gold played so important, a part 
in defeating French ambitions for world power, it. has been com­ 
puted that British war expenditures never rose above one sixth 
of tin* resources of the national income. 
The cost of the war Is 
m ounting at Binh a rate th a t lf the present Increase continues the 
first of February will set: the w ar consuming IOO cents of the 
dollar of Great B ritain’s Income. 
The other nations are not pay­ 
ing as much as Great Britain for the war, although ^Germany’s 
costs are nearly those of her most powerful foe.
